The  information  contained  in  the  Curriculum  Guide  is 
prescriptive  insofar  as  the  content  duplicates  that 
given  in  the  Programs  of  Study,   In  addition  to  content, 
however,  the  Curriculum  Guide  contains  aids  and  suggestions 
which  are  intended  for  more  effective  implementation  of 
the  official  program. 
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I.   WHY  LEARN  A  SECOND  LANGUAGE 


The  last  decade  has  witnessed  a  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of 
students  enrolled  in  the  learning  of  second  languages  in  both  Canada 
and  the  United  States.   The  reasons  for  introducing  earlier  and  longer 
sequences  of  second  language  programs  were  usually  based  on  utilitarian 
considerations . 

The  justification  for  the  learning  of  second  languages  should  be 
predicated  on  a  humanistic  rationale  rather  than  one  which  places  its 
emphasis  on  practical  goals  alone.   The  acquisition  of  a  second  language 
assumes  that  the  student  who  is  able  to  communicate  in  that  language 
will  have  in  his  possession  a  substantial  body  of  useful  knowledge  and 
skills.   Of  greater  importance,  however,  he  will  have  developed  certain 
attitudes  and  insights  which  are  not  as  readily  acquired  through  the  study 
of  any  other  disciplines. 

Effective  language  learning  results  in  the  appreciation  of  the 
values  and  traditions  of  the  people  whose  language  is  learned.   In  this 
way,  language  learning  becomes  more  than  just  a  means  of  attaining  the 
technical  skills  relevant  to  communication. 


II.   WHY  LEARN  LATIN 


It  has  long  been  recognized  that  there  are  many  indisputable  and 
practical  reasons  for  the  teaching  of  Latin:   the  development  of  word 
power,  the  acquisition  of  the  general  principles  of  language  structure 
and  the  development  of  clarity  and  precision  in  thought  and  expression. 
However,  an  even  more  important  reason  for  studying  Latin  is  to  enable 
a  student  to  understand  over  two  thousand  years  of  literary,  philosophical 
and  historical  writings  in  Latin  that  constitute  the  foundation  of 
western  civilization.   Through  a  knowledge  of  Latin  a  student  may  examine 
the  course  that  western  civilization  has  taken,  and  may,  as  a  consequence, 
be  better  able  to  contend  with  the  contemporary  problems  of  this 
civilization. 


III.   OBJECTIVES 

The  specific  objective  ef  a  program  in  any  second  language  is  to 
enable  the  learner  to  acquire  a  proficiency  in  a  language  other  than  his 
own  tongue.   For  the  study  of  Latin,  this  takes  the  form  of  gaining 
proficiency  in: 

1.  Reading  and  understanding  Latin. 

2 .  Learning  more  about  his  ovm  language . 

3.  Learning  about  the  ancient  world  and  its  values. 

u-.      Comparing  and  contrasting  his  own  values  with  these. 

5,   Appreciating  the  immense  contribution  of  Latin  to  the 
English  vocabulary. 


The  attainment  of  these  objectives  depends  upon  the  progressive 
development  of  the  power  to  read  and  to  understand  Latin.   The  best  and 
only  way  to  learn  to  read  Latin  is  to  read  Latin.   All  other  practices 
and  exercises  must  be  regarded  as  subordinate  to  and  aimed  at  objective 
"1"  above  and  their  value  must  be  judged  in  the  light  of  its  attainment. 


IV.   TRENDS 


A  recent  trend  in  language  teaching  has  been  to  introduce  second 
languages  at  the  junior  high  and  even  the  elementary  school  levels. 
Recent  introduction  of  Latin  in  Grades  VII  to  IX  in  Alberta  has  been  in 
line  with  this  trend. 

There  has  been  a  modification  in  the  teaching  of  Latin  by  tha 
introduction  of  new  textbooks  and  of  audio-visual  materials.   In  the 
past  two  years  there  has  been  a  decided  shift  in  emphasis  away  from  the 
teaching  of  Latin  prose  composition  to  the  teaching  of  the  reading  of 
Latin.   Publishers  have  seen  a  need  for  graded  reading  material  in  Latin 
with  the  result  that  there  are  attractively  edited  texts  available  for 
use  as  readers  in  the  classroom. 

Latin  continues  to  be  offered  in  curricula  in  the  United  States 
and  in  Canada  because  the  values  of  its  study  remain  constant. 


V.   APPROACH,  METHODOLOGY  AND  EVALUATION 


1.  Students  need  daily  exposure  to  the  language  at  early  and 
intermediate  levels. 

2.  In  order  to  attain  the  primary  objective  of  reading  and 
understanding  Latin,  the  teacher  should  encourage  students 
to  read  as  much  as  possible  and  as  early  as  possible. 

3.  The  recommended  textbook  for  high  school,  Latin  for  Canadian 
Schools   by  D.  Breslove  and  A.  G.  Hooper,  is  well  organized 
as  a  basic  reference  for  the  core  grammar  material  but  the 
reading  selections  must  be  substituted  or  supplemented  with 
readings  from  the  books  listed  as  enrichment  sources. 

4.  It  has  been  pointed  out  that  approximately  twenty  per  cent 
of  the  conventional  Latin  grammatical  concepts  are  needed 
for  reading  Latin  with  understanding.   The  other  eighty  per 
cent  are  needed  for  "rose  composition. 

5.  Word  derivation  should  be  emphasized  but  not  at  the  expense 
of  reading  Latin. 

6.  Evaluation  should  be  based  primarily  on  comprehension  of 
Latin  and  on  the  content  of  what  is  read. 

7.  One  method  found  to  be  useful  in  evaluation  is  to  test 
material  a  week  or  two  after  it  has  been  assimilated  rather 
than  to  test  newly  learned  material. 

8.  Enrichment  activities  (such  as  essays  and  projects  on 
civilizations  of  the  ancient  world)  can  be  interesting  and 
worthwhile .

VII.   SUGGESTED  MINIMUM  COURSE  CONTENT 


A.   Suggested  Course  Content  In  The  Junior  High  Grades 


Text:   Page,  R.  R.  H. ,  K.  D.  Beckett.  Gateway  to  Latin,    I  and  II.      At 
the  end  of  the  junior  high  school  Latin  program  it  is  suggested 
that  the  students  complete  all  of  Gateway  to  Latin  I   and  the  first 
sixteen  chapters  of  Gateway  to  Latin  II. 


B.   Suggested  Course  Content  In  The  Senior  High  Grades 


Latin  10 

Text:   Breslove,  D. ,  A.  G.  Hooper.  Latin  for  Canadian  Schools. 

Suggested  Course  Content:   Lessons  1-27  inclusive;  the  last  exercises  in 
each  lesson  need  not  be  emphasized,  but  knowledge  is  essential  of: 
the  first  three  declensions  of  nouns;  the  cases  of  nouns  and  their 
functions;  the  three  declensions  of  adjectives;  the  four  conjugations 
in  the  active  in  all  tenses  of  the  indicative,  the  imperative,  the 
infinitive;  questions;  connectives;  subordinate  clause  with  ubi, 
antequam,  priusquam,  simul  at que ,  cum  primum,  dum,  si  nisi  and 
cum;  prepositions;  place  and  time  expressions. 


Latin  20 


Text:   Breslove,  D.,  A.  G.  Hooper.  Latin  for  Canadian  Schools. 

Suggested  Course  Content:   Lessons  28-55  inclusive;  the  last  exercises  in 
each  chapter  need  not  be  emphasized.   Derivative  studies  should  be 
done  orally.   Relative,  interrogative,  demonstrative,  reflexive 
and  intensive  pronouns  should  be  taught  for  reading  recognition  and 
use  rather  than  have  the  students  memorize  the  paradigms. 


Latin  30 

Text:   Breslove ,  D.  ,  A.  G,  Hooper.  Latin  for  Canadian  Schools. 

Suggested  Course  Content:   Lessons  56-78  inclusive;  the  English  to  Latin 
should  be  reduced  to  a  minimum:  omit  recall  and  grammatical  work 
on  adverbs  of  place,  compounds  of  fero,  and  subordinate  clauses  in 
indirect  discourse. 


NOTE: 

The  Breslove  and  Hooper  text  is  satisfactory  for  studying  the  core 
material  in  grammar ,  but  in  order  to  allow  flexibility  in  the 
Latin  program,  it  is  suggested  that  teachers  be  encouraged  to 
utilize  a  large  number  of  resource  materials  which  emphasize  the 
development  of  reading  comprehension.   In  addition  to  the  text, 
Latin  readings  in  the  following  are  examples  recommended  for  this 
purpose,  but  this  list  is  not  exclusive.   Of  these,  only  Selected 
Latin  Readings   by  B.  C.  Taylor  and  K.  E.  Prentice  may  be  obtained 
through  the  School  Book  Branch.   The  others  are  available  through 
the  publishers  only.

NOTE 


1.  Students  who  have  successfully  completed  the  minimum  content 
suggested  for  the  junior  high  school  Latin  program  should 
register  in  Latin  20. 

2.  Teachers  who  are  recommending  students  for  Latin  20  should 
ensure  that  the  suggested  course  content  for  Latin  10  as 
outlined  in  the  Senior  High  School  Program  of  Studies   has 
been  completed. 


VIII.   ADMINISTRATIVE  CONSIDERATIONS 


Before  reaching  a  decision  regarding  the  amount  of  time  which 
might  be  allocated  to  the  Latin  program  in  a  school,  administrators 
and  teachers  are  invited  to  consider  the  following  principles: 

1.  All  interested  students  should  be  permitted  to  continue  or 
to  begin  the  study  of  a  language  other  than  English  on  a 
sequential  basis  so  that  progress  in  this  language  may  be 
continued  through  the  secondary  school  years. 

2.  Schools  should  consider  for  Latin,  at  least  the  minimum  time 
suggested  in  the  Junior  High  School  Handbook   for  two  years, 
i.e.  120  minutes  weekly  in  Grades  VIII  and  IX,  so  that 
students  may  continue  at  the  "20"  level  in  the  senior  high 
grades.   Thus  the  time  allocated  for  this  program  at  the 
junior  high  level  should  be  of  sufficient  amount  to  permit 

a  student  entering  high  school  to  continue  the  study  of 
Latin  at  the  "20"  level. 


NOTE 


Teachers  teaching  a  second  language  as  a  Group  B  option 
should  consult  the  Junior  High  School  Handbook,   Pages  6 
and  7.   Group  B  options  Notes  1  and  6  are  relevant  to 
its  implementation.   This  option  is  not  intended  to 
replace  the  sequential  programs  suggested  a  3  Group  A 
options.
